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DESERT

The ocotillo is in blossom along 
the new high road lcr.ding southeast 
from Indio toward Desert Center. 
There is quite a forest of ocotillo 
there; the nearest to Palm Springs. 
However, closer to Palm Springs, 
along the switchbacks of the Palms 
to Pines Highway, there are a num­ 
ber of ocotillo but these are isolated 
shrubs that do not make the im­ 
pressive showing of the more com­ 
pact, forest-like groups. Near Borego 
Valley is an extensive forest of these 
spiny shrubs, each wand-like stem 
capped with a scarlet plume dunng 
the height of the blooming season. 
An ocotillo forest in blossom is one 
of the most striking color displays 
of our desert country. 
A very common mistake is 
made by many persons when 
they call the ocotillo a cactus. 
It is not a cactus. Probably the 
many thorns on the stems have 
given rise to the comparison 
with cactus and the practice of 
erroneously calling the ocotillo 
a cactus, the thorns are inter­ 
esting. The primary leaves, 
that is the first leaves the shrub 
grows, soon fall but the leaf 
stems remain and develop into 
the thorns. W hen there is mois­ 
ture enough the ocotillo grows a 
new crop of leaves at the junc­ 
tions of the thorns and the main 
stems. W hen the moisture be­ 
comes limited there temporary 
leaves drop, thus doing away 
with that medium of excessive 
transpiration of moisture needed 
by the plant. If there is an­ 
other rain, the shrub will grow 
another set of temporary leaves, 
doing this usually a number of 
times throughout the year. 
Fourquieria splendens is the sci­ 
entific name; the genus name, Four­ 
quieria, is in honor of a French medi­ 
cal professor, P. E. Fourquier; the 
species name, splendens, refers to 
the resplendent scarlet plume of 
flowers; ocotillo, the common name, 
is the Spanish diminutive for ocote, 
a resinous Mexican pine tree. An 
examination of the resinous stems of 
the ocotillo will reveal the derivation 
of this common name. 
Hummingbirds are much in 
evidence in Tahquitz Canyon. If 
you wish to see flying, stunts 
and all, as it is done by the real 
master pilots of the air, take an 
hour off and watch the perfor­ 
mance of the hummingbirds. 
They not only fly but they 
throw in plenty of color just t» 
show what they, as well dressed 
pilots, consider the proper out­ 
fit. To witness this flying circus 
one must select a location, re­ 
main there quietly, allowing the 
birds to come to the watcher 
rather than the watcher going to 
the birds. 
Migratory birds are beginning to 
pass through on their way north; 
they appear suddenly, staying a few 
hours or a few days, then sudden­ 
ly disappear. But not all the birds 
leave the desert, a few hardy, ac­ 
climated birds remain throughout the 
heat of the summer. The following 
list includes most of them.

There are two telephones in the fire 
station, connected with a gong to 
awaken the firemen should they be 
called at night. William Leonesio will 
have charge of the fire hall, and when­ 
ever he cannot be on duty, there will 
be other firemen to take his place. 
Ted Griffith is the fire chief. 
The same first class protection for 
the community is afforded in the po­ 
lice department. With radio transmit­ 
ters in the police station and police 
car, a call to the station will imme- 


transniitted to the car, no 
matter wln-re it may be while patrol- 
ing the village. Thus thieves or sus­ 
picious characters can be apprehend­ 
ed in a very short time if the depart­ 
ment is notified. Chief of Police Wil­ 
liam Seaton or one or both of his as­ 
sistants will be on duty at all times. 
Because of the new station, the com­ 
munity will effect considerable saving 
in transportation expense. Prisoners 
will be locked up in the jail awaiting 
the arrival of the constable from Ban­ 
ning, and the officer can go on with 
his other duties instead of having to 
spend his time guarding the prisoners 
until the Banning officer arrives or 
taking time away from Palm Springs 
to take the prisoner to the Banning 
jail, as has been the practice hereto­ 
fore.

The high school situation has as­ 
sumed serious proportions, and if the 
members of the Banning Union High 
School board of trustees are able to 
work out the problem to the satisfac­ 
tion of all concerned, they will have 
proved themselves super men and 
women. 
The Division of Architecture, De­ 
partment of Public Works, of the 
State of California, has inspected the 
high school building in Banning, and 
has declared the building is unsafe and 
should be replaced by a new earth­ 
quake-proof structure. 
New High School Needed 
To persuade the taxpayers to vote 
bonds for a new high school when 
there is still $64,000 plus Interest of 
equal amount, owing on the building 
that is to he demolished, is just one 
of the problems the board may have 
to decide. A $25,000 bond issue was 
voted in 1914. Of this amount $5,000 
is still out-standing, at 6 per cent in­ 
terest. The last of these bonds will 
not be retired until 1940. 
In 1027, $75,000 in 5>£ per cent 
bonds were voted. Only $16,000 of 
j this indebtedness lias been paid, $59,- 
¡ 000 still owing, and the debt will not 
| be paid in full until 1947. 
The state law clearly outlines the 
responsibilities of the school board. It 
says that if a hazardous condition 
exists, and the board has knowledge 
of it, the district Is liable for any in­ 
juries that may result from such a 
condition. The board has knowledge 
of the danger, because it has been no­ 
tified and warned by the state archi- 
Itectural hoard. 
Palm Springs Hign School 
The citizens of Palm Springs are 
determined they shall have their own 
high school, or at least a branch high 
school or junior high. 
The Chamber of Commerce went 
on record unanimously T u e s d a y 
evening in favor of a first class 
high school in Palm Springs. "We 
don't want our children to have to 
travel 50 miles every day to go to 
school, especially when the school 
they must attend ie unsafe,” said Earl 
Coffman, which seemed to be the con­ 
census of opinion of the others pres­ 
ent. 
It is ridiculous to expect Palm 
Springs to transport its high school 
students 45 miles daily to a smaller 
community. This desert community is 
! entitled to its own high school, and 
1 1 believe the citizens of Banning will 
j see the justice of their demands. 
’ The law specifies that no part of a 
high school district can withdraw from 
a district, unless the assessed valua­ 
tion of the remaining part of the dis­ 
trict is at least $10,000,000. Tile as­ 
sessed valuation of Banning. Cabazon, 
and Edom combined was $2,191,175 
when the 1935-36 assessments were 
made, and of Palm Springs at the 
same time, $3,311,050, Thus Banning 
pays 33% and Palm Springs 60%, to 
retire bonds or for new construction. 
The state pays most of the cost of 
maintenance at the present time from 
the 3% sales tax receipts. 
Can Palm Springs Withdraw? 
Palm Springs cannot withdraw from 
the high school district unless a spe­ 
cial enabling act is passed by the 
state legislature.

A ccid en ts on the huge M etropolitan 
W ater D istrict A queduct project have 
declined steadily, despite an equally 
steady Increase in th e number o f men 
em ployed. It was revealed recently by 
General M anager F. E. W eym outh of 
the district, w hose report showed that 
a new peak of 8.200 men are now- 
working on the big job. 


For 
aqueduct 
construction 
as 
a 
w hole, the 
report 
pointed out 
the 
lost-tim e accident frequency for 
the 
year 1935 show ed an im provem ent of 
fifty per te n t as com pared with the 
1934 record. 
• 
For all tunnel 
construction 
.the 
lost-tim e accident 
fiequency, during 
the first of 
1936, 
is thirty five per 
cen t lower than that for the 
year 
1936, and on other types of work the 
accident frequency for the first part 
of 1936 is thirty-eigh t per cent below 
1935. 


For the purpose o f achieving these 
reductions in accidents, district offi­ 
cials have organized an extensive sate 
ty cam paign along the aqueduct line, 
callin g for the cooperation of not only 
the workm en th em selves hut also the 
superintendents, 
forem en, 
and 
en­ 
gineers. 


R egular safety m eetings are held 
in each cam p to review and correct 
accid en t cau ses and to give recogni­ 
tion to outstanding 
safety 
ach ieve­ 
m ents. 
In cooperation with the U. S. 
Bureau of M ines, the W ater D istrict's 
sa fety departm ent under Safety 
En­ 
gin eer T. W. O sgood, gives courses in 
first-aid and m ine rescue work. 
Com plete hospital and first aid faci­ 
lities have been established at con­ 
ven ien t points along the 300-tnile aque­ 
duct construction front.

Banning Has the Children, 


Palm Springs Has W ealth 


Banning, even though its assessed 
valuation is very much less than th at 
of Palm Springs, can receive much 
m ore state aid for its high school be­ 
cause the sta te contributes $S6.50 an­ 
nually for each unit of average daily 
attendance. 
Thus, if Palm Springs 
should establish its own high school, 
it would receive approxim ately $6500 
for the education of th e 75 children In 
the four upper grades, whereas Ban­ 
ning would receive $22,000 annually 
from the sta te for its 257 in the four 
upper grades. 
Palm Springs would 
have to bear the expense, unaided, to 
build a new high school, estim ated at 
$75,000, and would still have to pay 
its 60% portion of the outstanding in­ 
debtedness of $64,000, with very little 
revenue from the sta te to m aintain 
the school. 
Of course, if the voters 
of Banning will agree to a 
branch 
high school in Palm Springs, the en­ 
tire district will bear the burden ac­ 
cording to the assessed valuation, in 
which case Palm Springs m ust still 
pay 60% or more. 


M embers of the elem entary school 
boards of Banning, 
Palm 
Springs, 
Cabazon and Edom, and the Banning 
Union high school board, which 
in­ 
cludes all the elem entary districts just 
m entioned, m et at th e Desert Inn, in 
Palm Springs, last night, in an effort 
to find a solution to the problem. Their 
findings were not available at the tim e 
of going to press. 


Dr. Osman R. Hull of the U niver­ 
sity of Southern California, has made 
the following conclusions and recom ­ 
m endations, which w ere presented at 
the joint m eeting of the five school 
boards in Palm Springs last evening: 


Conclusions and Recommendations 


1. The present four-year high school 
has a m em bership of 274 pupils in 
grades nine to tw elve coming from 
the whole high school district. A rea 
sonable estim ate indicates this num­ 
ber should increase to 336 by 1939-40. 
2. There are 140 Banning and Caba­ 
zon pupils in grades seven and eight. 
This group of pupils should num ber 
164 by 1939-40. 
T here are 247 pupils 
in grades nine to tw elve exclusive of 
the ninth grade pupils in the D esert 
district. 
T his group should num ber 
295 by 1939-40. 
T he total num ber of 
pupils eligible 
to 
a 
six-year 
high 
school, grades seven to twelve, in Ban­ 
ning is 387. 
This group should 
in­ 
crease to 459 by 1939-40. 


3. There are 93 pupils in 
grades 
seven to nine in th e D esert district. 
On the basis of a 40 per cent increase 
in five years this group of junior high 


school pupils should num ber 130 by 
1939-40. 
4. The D esert district school build- [ 
ing is over-crowded and in need of j 
five additional rooms to provide for 
grades one to eight for th e next five 
years. 
5. The Banning Central school build­ 
ing is now over-crowded. 
There are 
no special facilities appropriate to a 
m odern educational program for sev­ 
enth and eighth grade 
pupils. 
Thp 
standard capacity of th is building is 
491 pupils in the elem entary grades. 
T here are now 421 pupils in grades 
one to six housed in this building. If 
other provisions were m ade for grades 
seven and eight, this builfiTg 
will 
house 491 pupils in grades one to six 
which would provide for an increase 
of seventy pupils in those grades. 


The Educational Program 


6. The present high school schedule 
of subjects shows a minimum educa­ 
tional program. 
For a school of less 
than 300 pupils the m aintenance of a 
minimum program results in 
sm all 
classes and unused laboratories and 
special room periods. 
7. The recommended 
junior 
high 
school program offers 
opportunities 
in the field of science laboratory work, 
foreign languages, general Industrial 
arts, junior business training and com ­ 
m erce, and laboratory w ork in foods 
and clothing. 
The pupils in grades 
seven and eight should not he denied 
these available experiences because of 
the lack of adequate housing facilities. 
T hese facilities are valuable as un­ 
used room periods in th e senior high 
school plant. 


School Housing Needs and Programs 


8. The rehabilitation 
of the high 
school plant should take into account 
the possibility of including the sev­ 
enth and eighth grade pupils in a ju n ­ 
ior high school program . 
The data 
presented in this report show that the 
seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
Banning and Cabazon can be housed 
with grades nine to twelve with an 
increase of only two class rooms ca­ 
pacity and no increase in the num ber 
of laboratories and special rooms re­ 
quired by the upper four grades. 
If 
a junior high school program is adopt­ 
ed at Banning, a junior high school 
should be established a t Palm Springs 
for grades seven to nine in that dis­ 
trict. 
This would require th e building of 
the first unit of a junior high school 
building. 
The cost of this building 
and site, based on the investm ent in 
the present elem entary school plant at 
Palm Springs, would approxim ate $75, 
000. 
T his school should be establish 
ed when community feeling requires 
it but preferably for not less than 125 
pupils. 
The cost of a reasonable edu 
cational program for a school of this 
size will approxim ate $200 per pupil. 
The building facilities which should 
be provided for 125 pupils will, in gen­ 
eral. be adequate for 200 pupils. The 
cost per pupil will obviously decrease 
as the enrollm ent increases. 
9. The provision of laboratory and 
shop facilities for the 
seventh 
and 
eighth grade pupils a t the 
Banning 
Central School is essential to an ade­ 
quate program for these pupils if they 
are 
to 
rem ain 
in 
the 
elem entary 
school. 
However, these special facili­ 
ties would be used only a portion of 
the school day, and th ere would be a 
duplication of laboratory facilities in 
the sam e community. 
This situation 
would tend to a very inefficient utiliza 
tion of the two school plants. 
10. It is recom mended 
that 
the 
school trustees of the elem entary dis­ 
trict and of the high school in the 
Banning Union High school district 
take the legal steps necessary to pro­ 
vide a junior high school program as 
soon as the necessary housing can be 
financed. 
Finances 
11. T he Banning Union High school 
has m aintained approximately a mid­ 
dle position among th e high schools 
of Riverside county with respect to 
unit cost. 
T his cost for 1934-35 was

m ore rapidly than Banning. 
It has 
been estim ated th at a high school or 
junior high in Palm Springs 
would 
cost $75,000. 
A bopd issue m ust carry 
by 
two- 
thirds m ajority. B anning has approxi­ 
m ately 1200 registered voters, 
and 
Palm Springs lias 750. 
Keeping 
in 
m ind the $64,000 indebtedness (plus 
in terest)— will a sufficient number of 
the 1200 B anning voters approve 
a 
$75,000 bond issue for the construc­ 
tion of a branch high o r junior high 
in Palm Springs? 
Or, by the same 
token, will the 750 Palm Springs vot­ 
ers approve the construction of 
a 
$100,000 high school in Banning, and 
th u s add th at much m ore to the in­ 
debtedness, of which Palm 
Springs 
m ust pay 60 per cent? 


I believe th e citizens of the two 
com m unities can and will get together 
on a plan th at will satisfy both. 


Suggests Branch H igh School 


Frank V. Shannon, chairm an of the 
high school board and a resident 
of 
Palm Springs, believes the solution 
is a branch high school in the desert 
m etropolis. 
He believes the voters 
of all p arts of the d istrict are suffi­ 
ciently fair minded 
to concede the 
justice of Palm Springs demands, and 
will consent to the construction of the 
Palm Springs branch, thus avoiding 
the constant expense and inconven­ 
ience of transporting 75 or more Palm 
Springs high school students 45 miles 
daily. 


But th at doesn't entirely solve the 
problem, for Banning m ust still have 
a new high school to replace the un­ 
safe structure now in use. 


Uncle Sam Must Help 


T here seem s to be only one solution. 
Uncle Sam m ust come to the rescue. 
The high school board has applied 
for an 80 per cent W PA grant, 
to 
m atch 20 per cent of district funds. 
The district has approxim ately $20,­ 
000 on hand, which, added to $80,000 
governm ent funds, would make $100,­ 
000 available under th e slow and ex­ 
pensive W PA method. 
But, if the governm ent does not help 
—w hat then? Some one wise as King 
Solomon m ust find a solution. 
Maybe 
Frank Shannon is th at man. 
W ho­ 
ever he is, our sym pathies go out to 
him. 
T here is strong dem and in 
Palm 
Springs for a junior 
high 
school, 
which, if granted, would also mean the 
construction of a junior high in Ban­ 
ning, in addition to th e 
new 
high 
school. 
This may not require a spe­ 
cial election, for the California School 
Code provides th at “The governing 
board of a county, a union, or joint 
union high school d istrict may estab­ 
lish a junior high school or a system 
of junior high schools only when a 
m ajority of the boards of trustees of 
the elem entary school districts com­ 
prising such high school district shall 
approve 
the 
organization 
of 
such 
course in w riting, and shall file 
a 
statem ent of such approval 
with the 
high school board, or, when at any 
election called for th at purpose in the 
sam e m anner as the election for the 
form ation of the high school district, 
a m ajority of the qualified electors 
voting th ereat shall vote in favor of 
the junior high school. . . .” 


Junior High Plan 


The Junior High plan, known as the 
6-3-3 program , provides for the first 
six grades in the elem entary school, 
7th, 8th and 9th grades 
in 
Junior 
High, and 10th, 11th and 12th in the 
Senior High. 
At the present tim e Palm Springs 
would have 93 students in the Junior 
H igh, or 141 in Ju n io r and 
Senior 


$164. 
The present bonded Indebted­ 
ness 
of 
the 
Banning 
Union 
High 
school district is approxim ately $60,­ 
000 which is 0.8 per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation of the district. 
This 
indebtedness is less than one-fifth of 
the legal limit of approxim ately $350,­ 
000. 
The bonded indebtedness tax for 
this indebtedness for the current year 
is eleven cents per hundred dollars in 
the Banning district. 
The assessed 
valuation per pupil for 1935-36 is $28,­ 
942. The valuation is nearly two tim es 
the valuation in 1933-34. 


12. 
The Banning Union High school 
district ranks the third from the high­ 
est in assessed valuation per pupil 
among the high school districts of Riv­ 
erside county in 1935-36. 
During the 
last live years the total tax rate for 
high school purposes has decreased 
from $1.40 to $.56 per hundred. 
This 
places the district in a very desirable 
position to assum e the new financial 
responsibility 
which 
confronts 
the 
board of trustees. The total tax rates 
levied for all school purposes, elem en­ 
tary and secondary, within the high 
school district, are in general less than 
one-third of the rates levied five years 
ago. 
The total tax rate for all school 
purposes for the Banning Elem entary 
district is 96 cents. 
This total rate 
appears to be the average tax rate in 
the school districts of Riverside coun­ 
ty. 
The financial data represented in 
this report indicate that the Banning 
Union High school district has suffi­ 
cient resources to m eet its financial 


responsibility for both an adequate ed­ 
ucational 
program 
and 
satisfactory 
school housing facilities.

It’s about time our legislators, who seem to 
be spending a considerable part of their time in 
figuring new ways to increase the cost of Uving, 
did some thinking about the interest of the con­ 
sumer—of whom there are 125,000,000 in this 
country. 
A number of bills are now pending in Con­ 
gress which, in spite of the disguises with which 
their proponents attempt to mask them, will hit 
the consumer right on the button—by indirectly 
increasing the cost of all the necessities of life, 
as well as the luxuries. 
One thing the bills would do is to establish 
and maintain the place of the middleman in our 
commercial life, by legislative fiat. Certainly the 
middleman is entitled to exist, if he serves a use­ 
ful and necessary function in 
the 
distribution 
scheme—but it’s rather difficult to see just what 
justification there is in passing a law that makes 
us pay for his work whether we need it or not. 
Passage of the bills would likewise make il­ 
legal money-saving merchandising practices that 
make it possible to distribute and sell goods cheap­ 
er to the public. Everyone wants merchandise to 
be fair to all—but is it necessary to plunge the 
knife of legislated high prices into the poor con­ 
sumer to achieve that? 
As a matter of fact, bills of this kind are all 
designed to cheat the law of supply and demand, 
strangle initiative and kill free competition. That 
has been tried many times in the past, and the 
consumer—simply a word for all the people—has 
alwavs footed the bill.—Exchange. 


THE CORNED BEEF STRANGER 
The Silver City (N. M. > Enterprise offers $10 
reward for the first can of commercial corned 
beef, purchased locally, which has been produced 
or canned in the United States or an American 
possession. 
The offer is made to emphasize to 
the public the manner in which American prod­ 
ucts are being driven out of the local market as a 
result of the administration’s reciprocity treaties.

WATCH THE “SINGLE TAX" 


Opponents of the single tax proposal which 
will appear on the November ballot predict that 
if it is approved by the electorate, all land in Cali­ 
fornia will be deeded to the state within three 
years because landowners will be unable to pay 
the high taxes, says the Brawley News. 
Such an eventuality would mean that nearly 
$3,000,000,000 worth of property would revert to 
the state. 
Ed J. Kay, board of equalization tax expert 
who serves as an adviser to county assessors, be­ 
lieves the single tax—which provides, among other 
things, for repeal of the sales tax—would be ruin­ 
ous. The amendment would eventually substitute 
a land tax for all taxes now levied and collected 
from other revenue sources, he said. 
“This would amount to a confiscation of the 
property of whoever owns land at the time the 
change goes into effect,” he said. “The value of 
land would disappear. 
“For farmers, whose property is chiefly land, 
the proposed change would be ruinous. 
It also 
would bring about a heavy sacrifice in value to the 
small home owner. 
“Because of the great depreciation in the se­ 
curities pledged, it would necessitate the calling 
of mortgages. 
“If adopted in one state only, people would 
leave there for other states where they would still 
own land. 
* 
“Destroy land values and where will you find 
as safe a field for the investment of funds of sav­ 
ings banks and insurance companies? 
“The single tax is unjust for it fails to con­ 
form to the rule of equal taxation; that is, that all 
should contribute to the support of government in 
proportion to ability to pay. It proposes to tax in­ 
dividuals only in proportion to the amount of land 
they own. 
“It is freely predicted that once single tax is 
fully effective it will require but three years for the 
state to acquire all the land in California.” 
Illustrating his claim, he said that a tax rate 
of $12.35 on $100, “the minimum rate that will be 
required to be levied on land,” would bring about 
a delinquency of all vacant lands in the state in 
the first year of operation. 
“In the second year,” he said, “property own­ 
ers who were sufficiently foolish to have paid the 
first exorbitant levy would be required to pay, not 
only an amount equal to the first year’s tax, but 
the additional delinquencies. 
This would neces­ 
sitate a levy of approximately $32.00 on the $100. 
“In the third year (it is certain there would 
be a delinquency of at least 50 per cent in the sec­ 
ond year of those who paid the first year I the re­ 
maining 25 per cent would be required to 
pay 
$S0.50 on the $100. 
“From this stage, no one would pay and the 
state would acquire title to all the lands.” 


YOU'LL PAY AND PAY 


Th$ cost of living is always one of the gravest 
problems the public faces. During depression the 
problem -became magnified many times. 
Today, 
in spite of the recovery that has been made, it is 
still greater than ordinary, for that recovery has 
been followed by rises in the price level that have 
not yet been accomplished by increased income so 
far as millions of citizens are concerned. 
Government should attempt to hold the cost 
of living to as low a level as is economically pos­ 
sible. 
But government, to the contrary, has fol­ 
lowed a diametrically different course. 
It 
has 
passed law after law which made a higher cost of 
living inevitable. And at the same time, it 
has 
penalized distributing methods which made it pos­ 
sible to sell the necessities of fife to the consumer 
at a lower cost, without damage to the producer. 
The taxes passed by various states against 
large merchandising organizations are indicative 
of the latter—taxes that must inevitably be pass­ 
ed on to the consumer. And bills are now pend­ 
ing in Congress which would again increase the 
cost of living by outlawing certain merchandising 
practices which cut costs and permit of greater 
savings in the routine of bringing goods from pro­ 
ducer to buyer. 
The public should awaken to the fact that it 
alone pays the cost of such laws. It and it alone 
must bear the burden, and feel the ill effects. And, 
unless the 125,000,000 American consumers make 
their voices heard, they are going to find that a 
steadily increasing part of their income will be 
required to purchase the bare necessities of life.

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THE KELLY PLAN 


What a far-reaching proposal it was that Earl 
Lee Kelly, director of public works, dropped cas­ 
ually into the ears of newsmen at Sacramento 
the other day, is just beginning to dawn on Cali­ 
fornia. 
Two parallel highways everywhere instead of 
just a single one as now. New, wife, safe, fast high­ 
ways reserved exclusively for passenger automo­ 
biles. The old highways left for the slow traffic 
of trucks. 
And to prove he was not merely day dreaming 
of the future, Kelly said he will ask the legislature 
for permission to build two such highways as test 
cases—one through the Altamont Pass route near 
Oakland, and one between Bakersfield and the 
Grapevine. These roads, Kelly said, need exten­ 
sive fixing anyway, and the cost of new ones will 
be no greater ultimately. 
In official quarters, the reaction seemed to be 
generally that of Thomas F. Scollan, Sacramento 
legislator, who said, “The plan sounds logical. If 
commercial traffic continues to increase, it is in­ 
evitable that the big freighters and passenger cars 
will have to travel different roads.” 
Much the same conclusion probably will be 
voiced generally when public opinion on Kelly’s 
proposal has a chance to crystallize. But on one 
point—the m atter of cost—there must be com­ 
plete understanding before a hand is raised 
to 
carry out the double highway idea. Interest on 
investment, and maintenance expense of the old 
roads must be borne not by the public, but by com­ 
mercial vehicles exclusively using them. 
It will be years, of course—perhaps decades 
—before statewide completion of such an am ­ 
bitious program could be realized, and meanwhile 
the problem of increasing commercial vehicles re­ 
mains a difficult one. 
But it will be interesting to watch the prog­ 
ress of Kelly’s proposal, and the practicability of 
these “test roads” if and when they’re built. 


THE AMERICAN WAY 


Can there still be any doubt as to which is 
better, the Russian or the American way? 
Bolshevist leaders just recently had to give 
up another of their fine new methods of doing 
things. They were going to get along without ad­ 
vertising, which was bourgeois, and 
therefore 
“wicked.” 
So they solved their food production prob­ 
lem, and then found the food could not be distrib­ 
uted unless they advertised to the masses that 
there was something more tasty and wholesome 
to ea than black bread and soup. 
Then, of course, they had to come running 
back to the shelter of sound economics—and ad­ 
vertising, which is indispensable to it. 
Compare all this inefficient mind-clianging of 
the government-directed Russian way, with the 
speedy, money-saving, direct line methods of m ar­ 
keting food that have grown up in the American 
way here, where men have been free to direct 
their efforts into the most effective channels. 
While the Russian government struggles to 
entice the peasants away from black bread and 
soup, Americans are buying better and 
better 
quality food and saving $500,000,000 a year on it 
becauseof our modern methods based on the sound 
economics of large turnover, direct-to-c.onsumer 
distribution, and ever wider advertising. 
And, should any Bolshevist want to check that 
figure, he may do so at the Harvard Bureau of 
Business Research, or the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission. 
Is there—can there still be any question at 
all but that the American way is better?—Califor­ 
nia Progress Review.

Despite an unprecedented safe-driv­ 
ing campaign, highway fatalities con­ 
tinued to increase during the 
first 
month of the year, records of the 
state department of motor vehicles 
show at Sacramento. 
The January automobile deaths to­ 
taled 269 as compared with 208 listed 
for the same period a year ago, or a 
gain of 29 percent. 
Of the January traffic deaths, 144 
occurred in incorporated cities, 118 
in rural areas and seven on private 
property. During the first month of 
1935 there were 93 persons killed on 
rural highways, 114 on city streets 
and one on private property.

LETTER RECALLS 
RODGERS' FAMOUS 
M 
i FLIGHT 


The Desert Sun, in recent weeks, has 
carried articles concerning the first 
transcontinental airplane flight (New 
York to Los Angeles). These primary 
flights were made by Calbraith Rodg­ 
ers and Aviator Fowler. Both flyers, 
on their tedious journeys which 
blazed the air trails, stopped in this 
locality. 
Today there came to The 
Sun 
the following letter from New York 
City: 
April 1, 1936. 
Editor. 
The Desert Sun, 
Palm Springs, California. 
Dear Sir: 
As an old-time pilot, l am very 
interested in the history of avia­ 
tion and am compiling a book on 
the development of the air mail in 
this country. In this connection, 
I venture to solicit your kind co­ 
operation, and trust that you will 
find the matter of sufficient local 
and historical importance to deal 
with in your editorial pages. 
As you may or may not know, 
the first transcontinental flight in 
the United States was completed 
by Calbraith Perry Rodgers 
in 
1911. 
This historical coast-to- 
coast flight was sponsored by 
Armour & Company in Chicago, to 
advertise a grape drink named 
"Vin Fiz," which they were then 
marketing. Rodgers left N e w 
York on September 17th, 1911, and 
reached Long Beach, California, 
December 10th. He derived addi­ 
tional income en route by carrying 
a special air mail with a stamp, 
reading. "Rodgers’ Aerial Post — 
Vin Fiz Flyer." The route follow­ 
ed by Rodgers took him through 
Chicago, Kansas City, Dallas, Fort 
Worth, El Paso, Tucson and Impe­ 
rial Junction. 
He reached Ban­ 
ning on November 4th, and left 
the following day. If you will re­ 
fer to your old editorial files, I am 
sure you will find contemporary 
reports of the event. Possibly the 
air mail feature is mentioned too. 
I should appreciate it if you 
will make a comparison between 
this pioneer effort and the prog­ 
ress of the intervening years. In 
doing so, please ask your readers 
if any of them mailed or received 
and have kept any of the souvenir 
cards sent on that occasion. I am 
anxious to acquire and reproduce 
one from Banning as official proof 
of the event and am prepared to 
buy a suitable specimen. Might 
I ask you to favor me with a clip­ 
ping of your article on the sub­ 
ject for my scrap-book? 
Trusting that I have drawn your 
attention to material suiting your 
requirements, and assuring you 
that your news Is awaited and 
will be read with interest, I am.

And, w ithin the Republican 
party, the battle lines are firmly fixed. 
O ne strong wing of the party, led by- 
H e rb ert Hoover, w ants a highly con­ 
servative candidate, such as, for ex­ 
am ple, Colonel Knox, publisher of the 
Chicago News. 
A nother strong wing, 
led by S enator B orah, and generally 
believed to have th e support of such 
potent 
figures 
as 
Senate 
Minority 
L eader M cNary of Oregon, wants a 
liberal candidate, such as Governor 
Landon of K ansas. 
At this writing, 
th e best bet for the nom ination would 
be G overnor Landon, and most public 
polls show th at he is more popular 
w ith the people th an other 
leading 
R epublicans. 
But it m ust not be for­ 
gotten th a t prom inent com m entators 
seem to believe th at neither Senator 
Borah nor Ex-President Hoover are 
in favor of Landon—and those 
two 
m en, standing poles apart 
in 
th eir 
view points, having little in common 
save sincerity, can sw ay a great num ­ 
ber of delegates a t the convention. 
Such com m entators are tending to­ 
w ard the belief th a t the big figures 
in the party may offset each other 
w ith their opposed stren g th —may in­ 
directly bring about the nomination of 
a dark horse. 


That rem ains to be seen.

can be said with certainty—no m atter 
who is nom inated, he will cam paign 
on certain planks.

barred the way of g reater industrial 
recovery. 
And so it will go. 
The ac­ 
cen t laid on these various points will 
vary with the candidate. 
If, for in­ 
stance, Senator Borah were nom inat­ 
ed, he would probably lay greatest 
stress on the C onstitution, while Gov­ 
ern o r Landon would be expected to 
talk m ost about taxation and fiscal 
policies.

Impulsive and carefree, a youngster 
is likely to dart into the street at any 
moment.

At th a t tim e his fath er was one of 
the first associates of B arker Broth­ 
ers.

Ted Fulford went to Los Angeles 
schools and later 
entered , business 
there. 
For m any years in California 
and the E ast he was connected with 
the B urroughs Adding M achine 
Com­ 
pany. 
During this tim e he m et and m ar­ 
ried Miss M arion Wood, m em ber of a 
prom inent Cleveland family. The Ful- 


j fords returned to California w here Ted 
engaged in th e real estate business. 
W hen his h ealth becam e poor, they 
came to Palm Springs in 1921 where 
they have since resided. 
Fulford im m ediately began to take 
an active p art in the developm ent of 
the village. 
H e organized the Build­ 
ers’ Supply com pany and secured the 
exclusive right to m anufacture cem ent 
tile in this area. 
He developed 
the 
large subdivision of Tahquitz Desert 
E states, w here the Fulfords establish­ 
ed th eir home, which has 
been 
a 
happy gathering place for th eir many 
friends for m any years. 
So m uch has Ted Fulford been in 
the Palm Springs picture ever since 
he cam e here and so generally was he 
respected and adm ired that when the 
Palm Springs Field Club was organ­ 
ized recently, one of the first acts of 
the prom inent men who formed it was 
to seek Fulford as the m anager of all 
activities for the new and powerful or­ 
ganization.

which made of the T hird D esert Cir­ 
cus one of th e greatest and m ost suc­ 


cessful events ever

His unfailing efforts h a v e , 
gone without stint to guiding to suc­ 
cess other enterprises of the club.

Suffering from the 
last attack which was to cause his 
death, he w ent valiantly on, dashing 
about the Held, betw een the field and 
town, attending to th e many details 
and 
arrangem ents. 
H e 
carried 
on 
through the afternoon Into th e eve­ 
ning. 
W hen he becam e seriously ill. 
Dr. Hill was called. Dr. Hill w as with 
him from 6 o'clock in th e evening un­ 
til 2 o’clock in the morning. 
A t that 
tim e Fulford appeared to be recover­ 
ing nicely from the attack. In fact at 
11 o'clock in the evening he 
had 
joked with his doctor, sm ilingly say­ 
ing: 
“W ell, Doc, I suppose I won't 
be able to go to work tom orrow . 
Dr. H ill w ent to his home a t 
2 
o'clock for a brief rest. 
A short time 
later. Fulford got out of his bed and 
his condition suddenly became worse. 
Mrs. Fulford called Doctors H ill and 
O liver who rushed to the residence. 
They used all their m edical skill and 
restoratives in a vain effort to check 
the ebbing flow of life. 
It was of no 
avail, 
Ted Fulford died quietly and 
peacefully at 4:30 o'clock. 


Mrs. Fulford and her daughter, Jean, 
were overcom e with grief. 
R elatives 
and friends, im m ediately upon learn­ 
ing of the death, hastened

tion was declared ideally situated by
